Its  value  may  be  justly  meas- 
ured by  the  highest  price  ever  realized,  at  public  or  private 
sale,  for  any  copper  coin.  Sales  made  during  the  last  few 
years,  of  pieces  far  less  precious,  have  destroyed  records  of 
long  standing,  rendering  them  useless  as  a guide  to  the  would 
be  winner.  Special  interest  has  at  all  times  been  manifest- 
ed for  Washington  coins  and  medals,  they  are  a feature  in 
many  collections  public  and  private,  works  treating  the  sub- 
ject exclusively  have  been  published.  I look  for  a record 
surmounting  the  greatest  sum  ever  paid,  for  a Washington 
or  for  any  of  our  series  of  colonials  or  the  U.  S.  mint  issues 
in  this  metal.
